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Strong Criticism 
of Premier Stewart 


The present session of the Legis 
lature of Alberta will go on record 
as fast losing the contidence of the 
electors, and it is not difficult to pre- 
dict that after the next election the 
Premier and a few of his followers 
will probably be occupying the op- 
posite side of the House. There is 
no doubt in the minds of all who 
desire to sce honest administration 
at Edmonton that Premier Stewart 
himself is a strong partizan and too 
ready to condone political offences 
among bis followers. Particularly 
has this been the case in the Boud- 
reau ‘'whitewashing,’’ to which the 
Calgary Herald refers in a leading 
editorial: 

“The attitude of W. M. David- 
son, Noth Calgary member in the 
Legislature, in the Boudreau liquor 
investigation is worthy of al] com 
mendation. Mr. Davidson is asup- 
porter of the Stewart Government, 
butin this affair he demonstrated 
that he was not a servile follower of 
the powers that be. The Govern- 
ment earried in the House — its 
whitewashing resolution, but did sO 
at the expense of its reputation. 
Premier Stewart has proven himself 
a weak Jeader and Mr. Davidson 
was fully justified in refusing to fol- 
low where his leade r showed such 
lamentable weakness
